THE AFRICANS NOT A UNIT IN DENOUNCING 
THE DECISION, 


WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 17.— 


There are indications that the colored men 
will not be a unit in maintaining, as Fred 
Douglass does, that the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the civil- 
rights case has put the. negro back twenty 
years. The Rev. Dr. Laws, for instance, the 
colored clergyman who was a delegate to the 
Louisville convention, says: “ As to our 
constitutional citizenship I think the Consti- 


| tution guarantees all the rights we ask for, 


aud that is a surer guarantee than any 
class legislation which, enacted by one 
party, may be repealed by another. 
I ain satistied with the decision so far as I 
am concerned, and I know one thing—that it 


is a useless law. It has never done any 


good in any case. It does not put anybody 
into first-class accommodations in the South 
nor remove anybody from them in the 
North.” Similar views are expressed by 
John F. Cooke, the colored collector of 
taxes in this district. 

Niles, the Arkansas Separatist, says: I 
do not want such a law. It gave the negroes 


more rights than the white le, and the

BEN BUTLER’S BILL.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 17.—The Civil- 
Rights act, which has been deciaredjuncon- 
stitutional, is not, as is assumed in some 
quarters, the Sumner Civil-Rights bill. That 
bill was not believed to be constitutional by 
many of the Republicans who voted for the 
measure. which the Supreme Court has just 
declared void. The bill before the Supreme 


 Comrt was the bill which Gen. Butler re- 


ported from the Judiciary Committee of the 
House, and was the measure on account of 


which he has always boasted he could con- 
trol the colored vote. 


PITTSBURG. 


THE ACTION OF THE SUPREME COURT CON- 
DEMNED. 


Prrrsnund, Pa., Oct. 17.—[Speclal.I— The 
civil-rights decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court is generally condemned by Re- 
publicans in this locality, and there is talk of 


an indignation meeting on the subject. 


United States District-Attorney Stone said 
this evening: “The construction placed 
upon the Civil-Rights law by the Supreme 
Court operates with great hardship upon the 


| colored people, For years they have enjoyed 
-the privileges of that law which they had a 


right to expect was passed as a partial recog- 
nition of the patriotism and loyalty which 
they exhibited during the War. It were 
better for them today if the Civil- 
Kights bill had never been passed. ‘The 
necessity of the law is established by the 
abuses which it has remedied. Ifitis true 


that the Constitution conflicts with such leg- 
islacion, then | say amend the Constitution.” 

The Hon. Thomas Marshall, the old Aboli- 
tion war-horse, is outspoken ia condemna- 
tion of the decision. He says it is the great- 
est outrage ever perpetrated on the colored 
race. Other leading Republican members of 
the Pittsburg bar hold the same opinion. 

Mayor Peterson thinks that the work of 
the Republican party for the last twenty 
years has been undone. 

Postmaster Myler thinks the decision will 
work a great hardship upon very many 
people. 

The negrogs are very indignant, and say 
they expected better things of the Republican 
Judges of the Supreme Court. They pro- 
pose holding a mass-meeting to give 8 
expression to their sentiments on the sub- 

ect. They held a large meeting at Greens- 
urg tonight, at which resolutions were 
denouncing the Supreme Court in 
strong terms. Some of them threaten to 
revenge themselves by voting the Democratic 
ticket next month. Democratic leaders here 
are making ail the capital possible out of the 
matter, and apparently are meeting with 
considerable success. 


GRIEVANCES. 


A COMMUNICATION FROM ATTORNEY-GEN- 
ERAL BREWSTER. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 17.—J. W. Niles, 
of Arkansas, who advocates separation. for 
the colored people, has received from Attor- 
ney-General Brewster an answer to his com- 
munication addressed to the President 
alleging that the colored people of Arkansas 
w suffering certain grievances at the 

hands, not only of private persons, but of the 
civil authorities. The Attorney-General 


Says: 
Your statement bas received careful atten- 
tion, for no good citizen, whether in public or 
rivate station, will regar with indifference in- 
uries such as those under which these people 
are said to be iaboring. The quesuons, however, 
which you raise are questions of law, and so, of 
course, are to be determined by the Constitution 
of: the United States, as interpreted oy the 
Supreme Court. For instance, it is very muen 
to de regretted that impediments should 
thrown in the way ct the efforts of our culured 
fellow-citizens to better their condition by regu- 
larly entering and settling upon the public 
lanos, but it — * that the particular lands of 
which you spea — pubiic lands of the State of 
Arkansas, and that State has entire control of 
them. Clearly, then, the United States, baving 
no power over the subject, cannot inter- 
tere tor your relief; nor can the United 
States interfere by their reserve power in 
respect to the prosecutions of which you com- 
plain, or tne fines which you — — are 80 
oppressive and enforced by race these if 
the iaws of Arkansas, wader we b these 42 
cutions and tnese fines are imposed, con- 
trary to the Constitution of the United Sedan 
the remedy has been 4 by that Coostitu- 
tion in your own hands, by an appeal trom the 
judgment of the State courts to the Supreme 
Court of the Upitea States.

It the State 
2 aws, under which such proceedings are had, 
are unconstitutional, the only remedy is by an 
appeal to the highest court of the State, and 
trom that to the Supreme Court of the United 
States.
